(3) A copy of each feasibility study and project managenent plan
shal | be provided to the departnent of information services, the office
of financial managenent, and legislative transportation commttee
Authority to expend any funds for individual information systens
projects is conditioned on approval of the relevant feasibility study
and project managenent plan by the departnent of information services
and the office of financial managenent.

(4) A binonthly project status report shall be submtted to the
departnent of information services, the office of financial nanagenent,
and l|legislative transportation commttee for each project prior to
reachi ng key deci sion points identified in the project managenent plan.
Project status reports include: Project name, agency undertaking the
project, a description of the project, key project activities or
acconplishnents during the next sixty to ninety days, baseline cost
data, costs to date, baseline schedule, schedule to date, risk
assessnments, risk managenent, any deviations from the project
feasibility study, and recomendati ons.

Wrk shall not commence on any task in a subsequent phase of a
project until the status report for the preceding key decision point
has been approved by the departnment of infornation services and the
of fice of financial nmanagenent.

(5) If a project reviewis requested in accordance wth departnent

of information services policies, the reviews shall exam ne and
eval uat e: System requirenents specifications; scope; system
architecture; change controls; docunentation; user involvenent;

training; availability and capability of resources; progranmm ng
| anguages and t echni ques; systeminputs and out puts; plans for testing,
conversion, inplenentation, and post-inpl enentation; and ot her aspects
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critical to successful construction, integration, and i npl enentati on of
automated systens. Copies of project review witten reports shall be
forwarded to the office of financial managenent and appropriate
| egislative commttees by the agency.

(6) Awitten post-inplenmentation review report shall be prepared
by the agency for each information systens project in accordance with
publ i shed departnent of information services instructions. In addition
to the information requested pursuant to the departnent of information
services instructions, the post-inplenentation report shall evaluate
the degree to which a project acconplished its major objectives
including, but not limted to, a conparison of original cost and
benefit estimtes to actual costs and benefits achi eved. Copies of the
post -i npl enentation review report shall be provided to the depart nment
of information services, the office of financial managenent, and
| egi sl ative transportation conmttee.

NEW SECTI ON\. Sec. 503. Any new automation projects nust be
reviewed and approved by the departnent of information services and
then by the office of financial managenent prior to transportation
fundi ng being approved. |If changes in an automation project are nade
or recommended by the office of financial managenent, including
appropriation anounts, then the departnent of information services nust
review and approve the changes prior to transportation funding being
appr oved.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 504. Appropriations for the year 2000
conversions for transportation agencies wll be used solely for
nmodi fications of information systens that have been approved and
recommended by the departnment of information services. A progress
report will be presented to the legislature by the departnent of
i nformation services in January 1998, with conpl etion of the year 2000
conversion by January 31, 1999. Any savings realized from the
conversion process wll revert on June 30, 1999, back to the respective
funds from which fundi ng was appropri at ed.

B. EMERGENCY RELI EF

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 505. FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATI ON- -
EMERGENCY RELI EF
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Mot or Vehicl e Fund--Federal Appropriation . . . . $ 3, 000, 000

The appropriation in this section is subject to the follow ng
conditions and limtations: This appropriation is to be placed in
reserve status for energency relief in the event of a disaster where
f eder al energency relief funds have becone available. The
transportation commssion in consultation wth the Ilegislative
transportation conmttee may request the office of financial managenent
to transfer the appropriation authority fromreserve to active status.

NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 506. The appropriations contained in sections
203 and 204 of this act include funding to assist cities and counties
in providing match for federal enmergency funding for winter storm and
fl ood damage as determ ned by the county road adm ni stration board and
the transportation i nprovenent board. The county road adm nistration
board and the transportation inprovenent board wll report to the
| egislative transportation commttee and the office of financial
managenent by Septenber 30 of each year on the projects selected to
recei ve match fundi ng.

C. BUDGET SUBM TTAL AND OVERSI GHT PROVI SI ONS

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 507. Any agency requesting transportation
funding nust submt to the legislative transportation conmttees the
sane request and supporting docunments presented to the office of
financi al managenent at agency budget submttal tine.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 508. In addition to information required under
section 607 of this act, agencies shall include their strategic plans
and an explanation of how the budget submttals and the investnent
choi ces and recommended associ ated service levels are linked to the
strategic plan.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 509. Transportation agencies are required to
provide fund balances and financial, workload, and performance
measurenent data in the transportation executive information systemon
a schedul e agreed to by the legislative transportation commttee.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 510. The appropriations of noneys and the
desi gnation of funds and accounts by this and other acts of the 1997
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| egi sl ature shall be construed in a manner consistent with | egislation
enacted by the 1985, 1987, 1989, 1991, 1993, and 1995 legislatures to
conform state funds and accounts with generally accepted accounting
pri nci pl es.

D. BILLS NECESSARY TO | MPLEMENT THI S ACT

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 511. The following bills are necessary to
i npl ement portions of this act: Engrossed Substitute House Bill No.
1101, Substitute House Bill No. 1427, House Bill No. 1487, House Bil
No. 1786, House Bill No. 2166, House Bill No. 2180, House Bill No.
2237, House Bill No. 2108 or Senate Bill No. 5955, House Bill No. 1501,
and House Bill No. 1513.

E. M SCELLANEQUS

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 512. |If Substitute House Bill No. 2237 is not
enacted, or is enacted without a provision allow ng the departnent to
obtain fair and reasonable conpensation, by June 30, 1997, the
appropriations to the departnent of transportation in this act may only
be used by the departnent to grant rights of occupancy to a
tel ecomuni cations carrier only to the extent authorized by existing
law, including but not limted to chapters 47.12, 47.44, and 47.52 RCW
However, the authority of the departnent to install tel econmunications
facilities solely for public transportation purposes is not limted.

Sec. 513. RCW47.78.010 and 1991 sp.s. ¢ 13 ss 66, 121 are each
anmended to read as foll ows:

There i s hereby established in the state treasury the high capacity
transportati on account. Money in the account shall be used, after
appropriation, for local high capacity transportation purposes
including rail freight, activities associated with freight nobility,
and comute trip reduction activities.

NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 514. Section 513 of this act expires June 30,
1999.

The appropriations in this section are subject to the follow ng
conditions and limtations and the entire anount is provided solely for
pl acenent in reserve status: The entire anmount is to be placed in
reserve status for potential funding of transportation programservices
follow ng the performance audits to be perfornmed on the departnent of
transportation, departnment of licensing, and the Washington state
patrol . In addition, any transfers from the general fund to any
transportation account shall also be placed in reserve status.

LEG SLATI VE DECLARATI ONS

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 601. If any provision of this act or its
application to any person or circunstance is held invalid, the
remai nder of the act or the application of the provision to other
persons or circunstances is not affected.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 602. This act is necessary for the inmmedi ate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnment and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
